T vO important operations by 
the British Allied forces 
in the Libya campaign were 
announced yesterday. 

The first was the capture of 
Sollum, a coastal village in the 
frontier area, which Axis forces 
have held since the beginning of 
the British offensive, while the 
second was an advance by 
mobile units in the main battle 
zone to the Agheila-Marada 
road, the route of General 

ommel’s escape avenue to 
Sirte, nearly 300 miles east of 
Tripoli. 
| The capture of Sollum will make it 
more difficult for the Axis forces to 
hold Halfaya, as they obtained water 
supplies from Sollum. From Agheila 
to Mad where it is suggested that 
General Rommel will make a stand, is 
about, sixty miles.— (Press Association. ) 

““Our columns on Monday made con- 
siderable progress towards Agheila,”’ 
states the British Middle-East com- 
muniqué from Cairo. 

“Advanced elements reached the 
road from Aghei! to Marada, along 
which general line the enemy appears 
to be preparing to make a stand. 

‘‘In the frontier area, the Transvaal 
Scottish Regiment attacked and cap- 
tured the vies of Sollum, which was 
held by the enemy as an outlying 
post of the Halfaya position.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—A War 
Department communiqué states :— 

‘“‘ Philippine Theatre—In 24 hours 
of continuous artillery fighting the 
American and Philippine batteries 
proved definitely superior to those of 
the Japanese.

SINGAPORE BOMBED 
SINGAPORE, Tuesday.—With the

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” SHORTAGE OF GOLF 
BALLS 


HOW IT AFFECTS CLUBS 


Unusual precautions are being taken 
by a Dublin golf club to meet the 
threatened shortage of golf balls, con- 
sequent on the Order prohibiting 
manufactures from rubber. 

In 600 lockers in the club it is 
estimated that there are about 5,000 
discarded balls, the majority of which 
are quite playable and require only re- 
painting to make them serviceable 
again. 

“ At the moment the staff has very 
little to do,” said the secretary, and 
they can fill in time by re-painting 
balls. The bulk of them will have to 
be given three or four coats of paint.’ 

Like conditions prevail in most other 
clubs, and, writes our Golf Corre- 
spondent, if the difficulties of the 
moment are tackled in the right way, 
there is no reason why they should 
not effect a considerable saving in 
balls. In the average club sales of 
balls in the five months beginning 
April would be between» 500 and 800 
per month, excluding outside pur- 
chases. 

Actually, the outlook for the game 
is not so serious as some people think. 
Ii golfers economise there is no reason 
for undue pessimism. 

Golfers have been feeling the pinch 
of the shortage since last June, when 
manufacturers began to ration supplies, 
and latterly a single ball or, ge Hy 
two were as much as could be 
obtained at a club or in the city.

RETRIBUTION TO BE 
PLEDGE BY ALLIED NATIONS 


Representatives of nine Allied 
countries whose territories have been 
over-run and occupied by the Axis 
Powers, met, in London yesterday to 
adopt and sign a declaration, designed 
to ensure that, after the war, countries 
which have perpetrated crimes in 
violation of The Hague Convention of 
1907 shall be brought to justice. 

The nine States declare this to be 
among their major war aims. 

The countries represented were:— 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, the French 
National Committee, Greece, Luxem- 
bourg, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Poland and Yugoslavia. 

Great Britain, the U.S.A., and the 
U.8.S.R., whose leaders have already 
made statements in the same sense as 
the declaration, were represented by 
observers. The Chinese Republic, which 
has indicated its cordial approval of 
the declaration, was also represented. 
The initiative for the meeting was 


taken by the French National Commit- 
tee in ndon after the execution of 
hostages in France. Other Allied 


Governments were consulted, 

The Polish and Czech Governments 
prepared the draft declaration, and 
yesterday’s meeting followed. Mr. 
Anthony Eden, the British Foreign 
Secretary, opened yesterday’s proceed-

Exports of canned meat from this 
country to Great, Britain have been 


British Ministry of Food, to assist dis- 
tribution of stocks in store across- 
Channel, In the meantime, the 
negotiations, which took place last 
week between Ministry of Food officials 
and representatives of the Meat 
Canners’ Committee on questions of 
price and quantities, are continuing.

With large quantities of manufactur- 
ing plant now obtained, the production 
figures are expected to be improved 
upon still further.

sive by Mr. Winston Churchill, who 


| announced that for the first time 
since the outbreak of war a British 


army was moving against the enemy 
on more or less equal terms, that the 
Eighth Army’s equipment was at 
least equal to that of its opponents, 
and that local superiority already 
had been achieved in the air. Un- 
doubtedly, the British were unduly 
optimistic. During the first forty- 
eight hours they made remarkablo 
progress; but, whereas in 1940 they 
had been opposed by the Italians, 
who were indifferently equipped, on 
this occasion they found themselves 
in addition up against German 
troops—the redoubtable Afrikakorps— 
under General Rommel, a command- 
ing officer of proved skill and 
resource. From the outset the 
British authorities laid stress on 
the fact that their main object in 
the Western Desert was not so much 
to gain ground as to annihilate the 
“ Axis ” forces; and there is small 
doubt that this object has been partly 
achieved, but only partly. After a 
stubborn stand in the neighbourhood 
of Sidi Rezegh, not far from 
Bardia, the “ Axis” forces retreated 
along the coast road, fighting 
determined rearguard actions all 
the time, and doing their best to 
inflict the maximum amount of 
damage on the British. Several 
attempts were made by General 
Ritchie, the British leader on the 
spot, to cut off General Rommel’s 
retreat; but the German general 
knows his job. In spite of heavy 
losses he contrived to withdraw his 
main force to a point between 
Jedabya and Aghleia, where he 
defied all General Ritchie’s attempts 
to force an engagement. Now, it 
seems that the weather has come to 
his assistance. There have been 
severe sandstorms in the Western 
Desert, under cover of which General 
Rommel has been withdrawing his 
forces into Tripolitania, although 
the British have been making 
mereasingly strenuous efforts to fore- 
stall him, 

It was announced in Cairo yester- 
day that General Ritchie’s mobile 
units had reached the main road 
Jetween Agheila and Marada, some 
sixty miles farther on, where it was 
expected that the Germans might 
make another stand. There seems, 
however, to be little doubt that, not 
only has General Rommel been able 
to mmake good the escape of a sub- 
stantial portion of his forces, but 
that he has received a certain 
amount of reinforcement from 
Tripolitania during the sandstorms. 
The major engagement between the 
rival armoured divisions remains to 
be fought, and the continued bomb- 
ing of Tripoli and Homs by the 
British Air Force suggests that 
General Auchinleck ig determined to 
reach a decision as quickly as 
possible. In the meantime, the 
British are scoring useful successes 
on the Egyptian border. When 
General Rommel began to retreat 
he left a considerable force behind 
him at Halfaya and Sollum, intend- 
ing, apparently, to establish an 
“Axis” Tobruk, in order not only 
to harass the British lines of com- 
munication from Egypt, but also to 
threaten the British rear in the 
event of another counter-offensive. 
The British now announce that they 
have captured the village of Sollum 
after some heavy fighting. This 
village is of particular importance 
inasmuch as it has been supplying 
the German and Italian troops at 
Halfaya with water. Unless some- 
thing unforeseen happens during the 
next, week or so, the fall of Halfaya, 
with its formidable garrison and 
large supplies of food and war 
material, ought now to be merely a 
matter of time. Complete control of 
Cyrenaica, and, indeed, of Tripoli- 
tania also, has become more im- 
portant than ever from the British 
point of view, For some little time 
past German U-boats have been 
operating widely in the Mediter- 
ranean with some measure of 
success. Control of the airfields of 
Libya will give the British on 
additional advantage in their efforts 


| to keep the Mediterranean clear for 


their own shipping. It also may have 
an important effect on diplomatic 
developments in Turkey and else- 
where. Although, of course, public 


ba interest continues to be centred in 


Russia, it would be difficult to over- 
estimate the importance of the 
Libyan campaign from the stand- 


point of general war strategy. . 


that is why they have done every- | 
| thing in their power to give full 
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here and now. People are shivering 
and hungry because they cannot buy 
fuel on which to cook a hot meal; 
if they cannot obtain that fwel, many 
of them will die—as many, probably, 
as would die in a severe air-raid. 
It is not merely for the sake of the 
school-children’s hot meats that we 
deplore this reluctance to open the 
new, splendidly-equipped kitchens at 
the Mansion House and Ballsbridge ; 
there are thousands of adults as weil 
who cannot furnish themselves with 
the means of life. What do words, 
or even principles, matter in the face 
of this need—this emergency, in a 
real and deadly sense? It is through 
no fault of the Corporation that the 
city has run so seriously short of 
fuel that the people must go cold and 
hungry ; but the Corporation posrsses 
the power to alleviate their distress, 
and possesses the duty to alleviate it. 
If it declines that clear duty, the 
guilt of widespread distress, and, 
perhaps, of many deaths, will be 
upon its shoulders. 

We do not know to what extent, 
if any, the General Purposes Com- 
mittee’s decision was influenced by 
the remarkable speech delivered by 
the Most Reverend Dr. Browne, 
Bishop of Galway, last Saturday. 
Dr. Browne made no secret of his 
dislike for what he was pleased to 
dub “soup kitchens.” -He admits 
that they are necessary in time of 
‘‘ emergency '—again, the blessed 
word—but declines to believe that 
tho stage of emergency has been 
reached. We presume that the bishop 
was speaking with special reference 
to his own diocese. Galway may not 
be among the richest regions of this 
land, but it is one of the chief among 
the so-called “ turf areas,’’ and 
possesses an inexhaustible supply of 
fuel; in other words, it is free from 
the most severe hardship that afflicts 
Dublin. Dr. Browne's argument is 
a legitimate one, from a doctrinaire 
point of view. He fears that the 
people, housed in “barracks ’’—we 
trust that the Corporation has noticed 
this point—and fed by community 
kitchens, may revolt against the 
family tradition and may develop a 
taste for socialistic ways. That 
danger exists; yet we think that it 
is more likely to spring from a lack, 
rather than an abundance, of com- 
munity kitchens. Communism thrives 
on empty stomachs, not on full ones. 
The vast majority of Irish women, 
as the’ bishop says, would prefer to 
cook at home; but, so far as a great 
many women in this city of Dublin 
are concerned, there is no question 
of cooking at home: they either must 
get food from the community kitchens 
—normally, by the way, they do not 
eat it in “community '—or they 
must do without cooked food. If Dr. 
Browne requires evidence, he can 
obtain it from half the parish priests 
in Dublin, from the Catholic Social 
Service Conference, or from those 
dozens of kindly nuns who have 
operated community feeding for years 
past. For ourselves, we are sure that 
the Irish people, if they survive the 
crisis that is before them now, will 
be proof against the blandishments 
bf a “socialistic new order.” The 
trouble will be if they are too hungry 
and dispirited to fight whatever 
order, new or old, a victorious enemy 
may impose upon them. 


Rubber Restrictions 


The Government's recent Stand- 
still Order, which forbids the manu- 
facture of all articles such as rubber 
boots, shoes, golf and tennis balls, 
and places a severe control on the 
manufacture of tyres, is likely to 
have widespread effects. The 
position with regard to rubber is, 
we gather, no happy one. There is 
a stock of rubber in the country at 
the present time, but, owing to the 
entry into the war of the rubber- 
producing nations, it is unlikely 
that any further supplies will be 
received until “the cessation of 
hostilities; the problem is to 
distribute what supplies there are 
equitably and in the best possible 
manner for the common good. 
Naturally, first preference must go 
to tyres for motor-lorries and 
"buses; for, if the everyday life of 
the country is to be preserved, 


adequate transport facilities must 


be maintained. Of course, rubber 
tyres can be re-treaded, and it is 
predicted that one result of the new 
Order will be a boom in the re-

MAKING A NEW LOAF 
EXPERIMENTS WITH 
POTATO FLOUR 


Why is no potato flour being manu- 
factured in Eire? No satisfactory 
answer to this question could be ob- 
tained yesterday. It was learned, 
however, that a patent application was 
made several months ago for a device 
for manufacturing the flour. 

Can potato flour be used to help out 
the wheaten flour im bread-making? 
Some months ago experiments on the 
use of potatoes were carried out by 
Mr. 8. Anthony, bakery instructor at 
the Kevin Street Technical Schools. 
He used boiled,. mashed potatoes, 
which produced "a rather ‘‘ soggy” 
bread on account of the large per- 
centage of water absorbed by the 
gelatinised starch. Potato flour— 
which consists mainly of ungelatinised 
starch—would be dry and, therefore, 
very much more suitable. The per- 
centage of ungelatinised potato starch 
which could be used in bread-making 
would, however, have to be the subject 
of further experiments. 

“I concentrated on potatoes,” Mr.

Hospitals 


The ibility of a post-war 
Bheilg between the voluntary 
and State-aided hospitals of Britain 
seems certain. In England and 
Scotland committees are reporting 
on the —o of post-war 
hospital policy. y are consider- 
ing the future administration of new 
hospitals built by the Government, 
and now administered by the 
Ministry of Health, as part of the 
emergency hospital service. The 
arrangements most likely to secure 
the maximum co-operation between 
the various hospitals is also under 
consideration. The Ministry of 
Health’s idea is that after the war 
every person who requires it will 
have the best possible treatment. 
There is little likelihood that the 
voluntary hospitals will be abolished, 
although the principle of their 
upkeep is claimed to be out of date. 
The voluntary hospitals, by their 
very nature, tend towards efficiency 
of administration and promote con- 
fidence. They have an income of 
twenty million pounds a year in the 
United Kingdom, and are anxious 
to play their part in the post-war 
reconstruction.

~ AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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Shelter ““ Snoopers’ 


When Mr. Duff Cooper was 
Minister of Information across the 
way, his proposal to introduce 
house-to-house investigators raised a 
storm of protest, and “Cooper's 
snoopers,’’ as they were called, were 
so satirised and criticised that the 
idea was speedily dropped. 

I doubt if the Belfast public will 
welcome any more favourably the 
visitations of certain gentlemen who 
are now calling on householders who 
have been supplied with indoor air- 
raid shelters. ‘‘I feit like a 
criminal by the time the interroga- 
tion was over,’ one housewife com- 
plained yesterday, ‘‘and when I 
heard afterwards that the same 
caller had been asking very i- 
nent questions about me and my 
family from a i — a 
neighbour whom I scarcely know—I 
thought I had reasonable grounds 
for annoyance.”’ ’ 

This woman says that, while she 
appreciates the need to make sure 
that the shelters supplied are really 
needed and properly utilised, all the 
pertinent information could be 
obtained straightforwardly without 
the suggestion of “ snooping’’ which 
the questioning of neighbours 
introduces. 

“1 gave full particulars concern- 
ing the circumstances of my family 
when I applied for the shelter,’’ she 
says, ‘‘and I think I am not un- 
reasonable in resenting the thinly- 
veiled insinuation of at least one 
‘snooper’ that my shelter was 
obtained by false pretences.”’
